Holds Plan Not Dead 
Till They Say So. 


Whether municipal ownership and 
operation of the Chicago surface lines 
is essential to the solution of the city’s 


transportation problem must be settled 
by the people, Mayor Dever said yes 
terday. The mayor returned from a 
vacation trip to Massachusetts, im- 
pressed with the demand for motor bus 


or subway carriers as a substitute for 
surface tramcars in eastern cities. 

He has not been officially notified 
that the Schwartz certificate plan of 
purchase has been declared impractical 
by loca] financiers. The mayor would 
not predict the possible effect of such 
disapproval upon the municipal owner- 
ship program outlined in his last 
message to the council. 


Up to the People. 


“In the last analysis the people will 
| determine whether they wish to own 
| and operate the surface lines,” said 
the mayor, when told that a powerful 
leader in administration circles had 
characterized municipal ownership as 
“a dead issue.” 

“If any one aythorized to speak 
for the people has said it is ‘ dead,’ of 
course it is dead. But if the people 
want municipal ownership, the ques- 
tion is still debatable. 

“We are considering whether a start 
on subway construction must await 
the outcome of the city’s proposal to 
purchase the surface lines,” continued 
the mayor. “ Subways, elevated lines, 
and surface systems are closely bound 
together in the scheme which will 
eventually solve our transportation 
problem. 

Who Will Use Them? 


“ Subways must be built and will be 
built as soon as possible after it has 
been decided who will use them once 
built, whether the city should operate 
them or whether private enterprise 
If private 
} enterprise is to be allowed to use a 
municipally built subway system, we 


must determine on what basis the city 


shall be paid for the concession.” 
Mayor Dover refused to comment on 
the wisdom of a municipal purchase 
|of the surface lines in view of the 
city’s projected comprehensive subway 
so Engineers assort the latter 
uld reduce the street cars to sub- 
way feeders. It was notable, the mayor 
‘said, that in many of the larger cities 
and towns of Massachusetts and other 
eastern states, surface electric lines 
had given way to motor busses, and, in 
some cases, subways.

ARE ‘AMERICANS’ 


Poles Form 2d Largest 
Population Unit. 


Using the term “an American” im 
its narrowest sense as a person born 
in America of American parents, the 
Chicago Chamber of Commerce has 
discovered that only a little more than 
& quarter of Chicago's population is 
American. The actual number of 
Americans in the city is 752,329, which 
iS 28 per cent of the total population 
of 2,701,705. The remaining 1,947,376 
persons are of foreign birth or par- 
entage. 


Differs From U. 8. Census. 


The cefsus was taken by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce for the benefit of 
those who wish to reach national) 
groups and carried out on a different 
plan to that of the federal census, 
which reckons as Americans all per- 
sons born in this country irrespective 
of their parentage. The Chamber of 
Commerce classed children born of for- 
eign born parents with the parents’ 
national group. 

Poles in Second Place. 
Americans lead the way in numbers, 
their total being more than twice the 
size of the next largest group, that of 
the Poles, who number 319,644. Ger- 
mans come third with 285,216, Rus- 
sians fourth with 230,688, while Ire- 
land and Sweden come close together 
with 154,919 and 154,051 respectively. 
The negro population ranks ninth, its 
numbers totaling 109,458. 

In the American total the negroes 
are included, the actual white Ameri- 
can population being 642,871, or less 
than 26 per cent of the whole number.

Newman's letter from the robber

“No one except myself here reads 
or speaks English. The leader of the 
four men who captured me told me 
his name was Col. Jesus Correo [sec- 
ond in command of Galindo’s forces], 
but my opinion is that he is really 
Galindo himself. I have no fear of 
death at the hands of Galindo. He 
practitally has admitted that his rea- 
son for holding me prisoner is a politi- 
cal one, but he would like to get the 
ransom money. However, he knows 
this is impossible in my case. 

“T cannot complain of the treatment 
I receive though Galindo wants every- 
body on the outside to think I am being 
horribly treated. Of course they jake 
precautions to prevent my escape. 

“IT am not permitted to wear my 
boots in or about the camp. I have 
no intention of escaping now as I hope 
to be released in a week or ten days, 
that is, as soon as the conferences ter- 
minate in Mexico City. 


Bandit Leader Friendly. 
* © Galindo’s attitude to me has always 
been one of friendliness. 
"There were days when we had 
scarcely anything to eat; but these 
bave been comparatively few.” 
In his last letter, from the bandit 
camp dated July 12, Newman wrote: 
“Galindo receives papers several 
times a week. He seems to have found 


dn 


out I wrote’ that he’s keeping me for 
other reasons than ransom. 

“I am beginning to think the doings 
in the capital [the pre-recognition con 
ferences in Mexico City] never are go 
ing to end. We are not away back in 
the mountains as you might think; but 
we are usually up some guich. The 
last three weeks we've moved frequent- 
ly; and when we do move we generally 
go hungry. 

“TI have been thinking of making an- 
other break to get away but when you 
are barefooted and there's a man with 
a gun around all the time it isn’t so 


easy. 
Has Close Companions. 

“Galindo treats me O. K., but a 
couple of his men try to make it as 
uncomfortable as possible forme. One 
of the most disagreeable features of 
thJs whole business is that I early con- 
tracted ‘cooties’; and, in spite of all 
my efforts, they seem to be on the in- 
crease, They don’t tend to make life 
any more agreeable.” 

Since the above was written on July 
12 no one has been able to get into 
communication either with Newman or 
with the bandits who are busy dodging 
the federal] troops.

Seattle, Sept. 12; Spokane, Sept. 14; and 
at Missoula, Mont., on Sept. 17, after 
which the committee will proceed im- 
mediately to the eastern states for the 
purpose of making further investiga- 
tions and conducting.bearings at Har- 
risburg, Pa., at e point in New 
York state, at Boston, Mass., and Ban- 
gor, Me.

ENVER, Col. — [Special Corre- 
spondence.}]—Colorado has eight- 
een passes over the continental 
divide with an average altitude 

of 10,619 feet, according to the latest 
announcement by the state highway 
department. Fifteen of these passes 
have modern improved highways cross- 
ing them. 

By the end of the present construc- 
tion season it is expected that roads 
will be opened on two more'’passes, 
while work will be started in-a few 


weeks on a third. .The work of build- ’ 


ing roadways over the passes in Colo- 
rado is being done with the codperation 
of the federal government through the 
forest service and the bureau of pub- 
lic roads.

E motor vehicle act'which goes 

into effect Sept. 1, practically 

eliminating “speed traps” from 

|  . California highways by making 

testimony thus\secured invalid, will not 

mean an avalanche of .reckless speed- 

ing, according to the Auto Club of 
Southern California. : 


This provision of the new act means 


that uniformed officers will patrol the 
highways in.the open, rather than 
spending their time hiding’ behind bill- 
boards or smoking their pipes und 
culverts. 

It is impossible to cover every mile 
of California highways with uniformed 
officers, but, according to the author- 
ities, sentiment agajnst speed traps 
developed from the. localized habit of 
establishing a trap in such a way as to 
make the evidence thus secured unfair 
and valueless. 

“ Municipalities would not have their 
police officers hid behind signboards or 
under- houses, rather than walk their 
beats, in order to prevent crime,” point 
out the auto club officials. “Tiere 
would be just as mutch sense in pro- 
viding uniformed motorcycle officers 
on.the highways and then pay them, as 
has been the case, to spend their en-, 
tire day sitting in some secluded speed 
trap and nabbing motorists in that one 
small section of the road. By placing 
the speed officers out on the highways 
their mere presence in passing by will 
remind moterists that they must keep

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_ INTEREST IN THE BEET. 
T seems worth while, once a year 
at least, to sum up a bit on the 
subject of beet cookery. My files 
show I have tried for a dozen years 
to get home cooks to do more with 
beets. As far back as that I began 
an article thus: “What shall we do 
about the beet?” That exclamation, 
er question, was forced upon me by 
the fact that I could find nothing but 
canned beets in the markct in winter 
time, ahd as the yeats followed on I 
avo often found that in winter new 
beets, if to be had at all, have been 
txceedingly expensive in the locality 
where I do my shopping. But they are 
uot expensive or inabundant at this, 
their season, and because it is their 
s¢ason they are of the finest quality 
and often to be had at the lowest pos- 
sible cost. 

A piece of cooked new beet, cut from 
the crown to root end will have a 
surface as smooth and fine as a crys- 
tal at this sefson, and slices also will 
be smooth and handsome.

A 
mold like this keeps its shape without 
trouble, even when hot, and beets for 
a salad are attractive when molded 
hot and allowed to chill. 


Gisted Beets. 


Beets may be grated when hot or 
cold. If hot, they may be buttered and 
molded in many ways and make an ex- 
cellent garnish for meats. If grated 
while hot, they must be served at ofice, 
as they may turn dark and dry with 
standing. Grated beet may be molded 
into pretty shapes with the fingers or 
with a teaspoon. Grate cold beets and 
make into little balls for salads, or 
press the bal] into a disk, or make a 
heart shaped plece of it.

Stuffed Cabbage. 

The following is a favorite recipe of 
mine, which I should like to reprint 
once a year at least, if not oftener.

How to Use the 


Order Blank for Clotilde Patterns 


At the door I took hold of what I as- 
sumed to be Edith’s gray sleeve, and 
said: “I’m hungry; let’s go somewhere 


to eat.” 
“All right,” answered a masculine 


blouse crossing in the front and closing 
on the left side. The fronts are faced 
and rolled, joining a collar that ex- 
tends across the back. The usual long, 
flaring sleeve comes with the pattern, 
but it is perforated for shorter length. 
This blouse is not put into a band at 
the bottom as many of them are, and 
nothing could be much easier to cut 
and make. 

French seams will make the best 
finish, and the front facings may be 
finished on the inside edges with a 
hem and then simply caught to the 
blouse invisibly in two or three places. 
There are two pieces to the collar— 
an inside and an outside section. One 
of the collar sections must be joined | 
to the neck of the waist—notches 
show just where and how—and the 
seam must come to the wrong side. 
Then the front facings are stitched to 
the outside of the collar, as notched— 
this time let the seams come to the 
wrong side also—and then the right 
side of the collar and facing are laid | 
on the right side of the blouse, basted | 
and stitched all around the edge, and | 
turned right side out.

Not at all. It is nothing in one year, 
or in ten, but in a hunhd@fed or a thou- 
sand, it is not slight. There are deep 
deposits of dust, or loess, as it is called 
in geology, all over our western states, 
centering particularly in Kansas and 
Nebraska. 

At the bottoms of these dust hills 
there are hard polished stones. They 
look wind whipped and bare, even to- 
day, after being buried for a million 
years. The loess is dust. from the 
moraines of the glaciers that once cov- 
ered all the middle west, with long 
white lobes as far south as the Ohio 
river. Every spring strong winds from 
the north carried clouds of dust far 
and wide. The process is still going 
on. .We have an ice age here only for 
half the year, but the processes are 
the same. 

The Missouri river is yellow with
